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McConnell: GOP 
will start Impeachment 
trial, delay witnesses

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen¬ 
ate Majority Leader Mitch 
McConnell said Tuesday 
he has the votes to start 
President Donald Trump's 
impeachment trial as soon 
as House Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi releases the docu¬ 
ments, winning support 
from GOP senators to post¬ 
pone a decision on calling 


witnesses. 

The announcement is sig¬ 
nificant, enabling McCon¬ 
nell to bypass for now Dem¬ 
ocratic demands for new 
testimony as he launches 
the third impeachment trial 
in the nation's history on his 
preferred terms. 

It could begin this week if 
Pelosi sends the articles of 
impeachment to the Sen¬ 
ate.

She is set to meet late Tues¬ 
day with her leadership 
team. 

"We have the votes," Mc¬ 
Connell told reporters. He 
said the question ot new 
witnesses and documents 
will be addressed later "and 
not before the trial begins." 
The contours of a Senate 
trial have been in dispute. 
Pelosi is delaying transmis¬ 
sion of the articles as Dem¬ 
ocrats press to hear from 
former national security ad¬ 
viser John Bolton and other 
new witnesses. McConnell 
has resisted and prefers 
speedy acquittal.The GOP 
leader told senators at their 
closed-door lunch Tuesday 
that he has support for his 
plan, outlined in an orga¬ 
nizing resolution that would 
be modeled after President 
Bill Clinton's impeachment 
trial 20 years ago. It would 
start the trial first and post¬ 
pone votes on witnesses 


until later in the process. 

"He has 51 (votes), for sure,"’ 
said Sen. Lindsey Graham, 
R-S.G., a top ally of the 
president, exiting the meet¬ 
ing. Republicans hold the 
majority in the Senate, 53- 
47. 

In withholding the articles. 


Pelosi gave Democrats an 
opportunity to ramp up 
pressure on Republicans 
not to go along with Mc- 
Gonnell’s proposal. Sen¬ 
ate Minority Leader Chuck 
Schumer called McCon¬ 
nell's plan a "trap" and a 
"cover-up." 

"Whoever heard of a tri¬ 
al without witnesses and 
documents?" the New York 
Democrat said. He asked 
Trump what he has to hide. 
"Witnesses and documents: 
fair trial. No witnesses and 
documents: cover- up." 
Republicans countered 
that Democrats rushed 
to impeach and then de¬ 
layed the process. Pelosi 
has yet to choose House 
impeachment managers 
for the trial, a politically sen¬ 
sitive next step, with many 
lawmakers vying to be 
candidates. The House im¬ 
peached the president last 
month on the two charges. 
Just four GOP senators 
would be needed to deny 
McGonnell his majority, but 
he appears to have locked 
up the votes. GOP leaders 
were conducting a whip 
count Tuesday to gauge 
support. Several GOP sena¬ 
tors have indicated they 
want to hear from Bolton 
and other witnesses, but 
they are nevertheless 
standing with McGonnell’s 
plan for starting the trial. 
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Sen. Mitt Romney, R-Utah, 
said Tuesday that the Clin¬ 
ton process "provided a 
pathway" to start the trial 
and consider witnesses 
"down the road." He said 
he supports it. 

"I'm comfortable with that 
process," Romney said. 
"And at this stage. I'd like to 
hear from John Bolton and 
other witnesses with the 
right information, but that 
process will accommodate 
that." 

Sen. Susan Collins, R-Maine, 
has also said she supports 
McConnell's approach. 
Others say they are not sure 
they even need to hear 
from Bolton or other wit¬ 
nesses, blaming the House 
for not forcing them to tes¬ 
tify. Trump had instructed 
White House officials not to 
comply with the House in¬ 
vestigation. 

"It’s not that I don't want to 
hear from him," said Sen. 
Thom Tillis, R-N.C. "I want 
to hear from him when the 
House is willing to do their 
work and have the same 
agreement with the am¬ 
bassador on their side of 
the Hill." 

Trump faces charges that 
he abused the power of 
the presidency by pressur¬ 
ing Ukraine's new leader 
to investigate Democrats, 
using as leverage $400 mil¬ 
lion in military assistance 
that is critical for the ally as 
it counters Russia at its bor¬ 
der. 

The funding for Ukraine was 
eventually released but 
only after Congress inter¬ 
vened. 

From the Oval Office, 
where Trump was meet¬ 
ing with the prime minis¬ 
ter of Greece, he railed 
against the impeachment 
proceedings, as he often 
does, as "a totally partisan 
hoax witch hunt." 

Trump insisted "there was 
absolutely nothing done 
wrong" in his interactions 
with Ukraine. 

Republicans are expected 
to swiftly acquit Trump of 


the charges, but Demo¬ 
crats say fresh evidence, in¬ 
cluding Bolton's willingness 
to testify, only increases 
pressure for new witnesses 
and documents. 

Bolton apparently com¬ 
pared the administration’s 
actions toward Ukraine to 
a "drug deal" he wanted 
no part of, a shadow di¬ 
plomacy being concocted 
by the acting White House 
chief of staff Mick Mul- 
vaney and Ambassador to 
the European Union Gor¬ 
don Sondland, according 
to House testimony. Bolton 
left the administration in 
September. 

Democrats also want doc¬ 
uments about the with¬ 
held aid to Ukraine that the 
White House refused to turn 
over to House investigators, 
defying congressional sub¬ 
poenas. 

With a 53-seat majority, 
McConnell has only loose 
control over the impeach¬ 
ment proceedings, where 
decisions on witnesses or 
documents can be made 
with a 51-vote majority. 
Pressure will mount on sen¬ 
ators up for reelection from 
swing states in 2020, includ¬ 
ing Collins, Tillis, Iowa GOP 
Sen. Joni Ernst and Colo¬ 
rado GOP Sen. Cory Gard¬ 
ner, who are being closely 
watched for their votes by 
a deeply divided country. 
Protesters are showing up 
at the Capitol. 

McConnell deflected a 
question Tuesday on wheth¬ 
er Trump acted appropri¬ 
ately with Ukraine, saying 
he had nothing more to 
add on that issue. He ac¬ 
knowledged the votes on 
witnesses and documents 
will be "the most conten¬ 
tious" part of the proceed¬ 
ings. "There will be. I'm sure, 
intense discussion," he said. 
The GOP leader has come 
under criticism for saying 
he was not an impartial ju¬ 
ror but rather was working 
in total coordination with 
the White House on the trial 
strategy. □

"The FAA is following a thor¬ 
ough process, not a set 
timeline, to ensure that any 
design modifications to the 
737 Max are integrated 
with appropriate training 
and procedures," Lunsford 


training was needed. How¬ 
ever, families of victims of 
the two crashes lobbied for 
simulator training, arguing 
that pilots need to experi¬ 
ence how the Max differs 
from previous versions of 
the 737. 


"Of course this should be 
required," Nadia Milleron, 
a Massachusetts woman 
whose daughter, Samya 
Stumo, died in the March 
2019 Max crash in Ethio¬ 
pia, said after Boeing's an¬ 
nouncement. "Passengers 


should not have to push for 
basic safety standards." 
Similarly, the chairman of 
a congressional panel in¬ 
vestigating Boeing said the 
company's endorsement 
of simulator training was 
welcome but overdue. □

company's long-held posi¬ 
tion that computer-based 
training alone was ade¬ 
quate. 

The recommendation is 
based on changes to the 
plane, results from tests in¬ 
volving a small number of 
pilots, and a commitment 
to the safe return of the 
Max, Boeing said. 

The final decision on the 
nature of training will be up 
to the Federal Aviation Ad¬ 
ministration and regulators 
in other countries. The FAA 
said it will consider Boeing's 
recommendation but also 
rely on upcoming further 
tests using pilots from U.S. 
and foreign airlines. 

Those tests are designed to 
help regulators determine 
flight training and emer¬ 
gency procedures, said 
FAA spokesman Lynn Lun- 


said. 

The 737 Max has been 
grounded worldwide since 
last March after two crash¬ 
es killed 346 people. Boeing 
is making changes to flight- 
control software and other 
systems in a bid to get the 
plane back in the air. 
Boeing long held that pi¬ 
lots who can fly older 737s 
only needed a computer 
course — roughly an hour- 
long course on a tablet — 
to fly the Max. That helped 
airlines avoid timely and 
costly training in simulators. 
Boeing even offered to pay 
Southwest Airlines a rebate 
of $1 million per plane if pi¬ 
lots needed simulator train¬ 
ing before flying the Max. 
Last year, an FAA technical 
advisory board sided with 
Boeing and recommended 
that only computer-based 
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Trump pressed to detail what 
prompted strike on Iran general 


on the reasons for the U.S. 
attack. 

"We saved a lot of lives," 
Trump said. "They were 
planning something." 

Hours later, Iran struck 
back, firing a series of sur¬ 
face-to-surface missiles at 
two Iraqi bases housing 
U.S. troops and warning the 
United States and its allies in 
the region not to retaliate. 
The White House said the 
president was monitoring 
the situation closely and 
consulting with his national 
security team. 

So far. Trump and top na¬ 
tional security officials have 
justified the airstrike with 
general statements about 
the threat posted by Solei- 
mani, who commanded 
proxy forces outside Iran 
and was responsible for the 
deaths of American troops 
in Iraq. But the details have 
been scarce. 

"He's no longer a monster. 
He's dead," Trump said. 
"And that's a good thing for 
a lot of countries. He was 
planning a very big attack 
and a very bad attack for 
us and other people and 
we stopped him and I don't 
think anybody can com¬ 
plain about it." 

Soleimani was targeted 
while he was at an airport 
in Baghdad with Abu Mah- 
di al-Muhandis, a veteran 
Iraqi militant who also was 
killed. 

Trump said they weren't in 
Baghdad to discuss vaca¬ 
tion plans or visit a "'nice re¬ 
sort," but were there to talk 
over "'bad business.'" 

The lack of detail doesn't 
sit well with Democrats, 
who recall how President 
George W. Bush justified 
his invasion of Iraq by ac¬ 
cusing Saddam Hussein of 
having non-existent weap¬ 
ons of mass destruction. 
Lawmakers in recent days 


have been pressing for 
more detail to explain why 
Trump ordered the killing 
— a decision that previous 
administrations passed up 
because of fears it would 
unleash even more vio¬ 
lence. 

Soleimani traveled fre¬ 
quently and relatively 
openly, with visits to Bagh¬ 
dad more frequent in re¬ 
cent months. He also often 
showed up in Syria, includ¬ 
ing along the border be¬ 
tween Iraq and Syria. 
Senate Minority Leader 
Chuck Schumer and Sen. 
Bob Menendez, the top 
Democrat on the Senate 
Foreign Relations Commit¬ 
tee, have called on Trump 
to declassify the written 
notification he sent to Con¬ 
gress after the strike. The 
notification was required 
under the War Powers Res¬ 
olution Act of 1973, which 
requires the president to 
report to Congress when 
American forces are sent 
into hostile situations. 

"'The president must come 
to Congress and present 
clear and compelling in¬ 
telligence as to why the 
strike against Soleimani 
was absolutely necessary," 
Menendez said in a speech 
on the Senate floor. "In the 
wake of all its misleading 
statements we must make 
clear to the administra¬ 
tion that the president by 
himself does not have the 
authority to launch a war 
against Iran." 

Trump stressed that the 
strike was in retaliation for 
Iranian attacks and that 
the U.S. is prepared to at¬ 
tack again — "'very strong¬ 
ly." He also said that while 
he eventually wants to pull 
U.S. troops out of Iraq, now 
is not the time because it 
would allow Iran to gain a 
bigger foothold there. □

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Official quits amid charges he 
paid women to give up babies

PHOENIX (AP) — An elect¬ 
ed official in mefro Phoenix 
resigned Tuesday, months 
after being charged with 
running a human smug¬ 
gling operation that paid 
pregnant women from the 
Marshall Islands to give up 
their babies in the U.S. 

The resignation of Mari¬ 
copa County Assessor Paul 
Petersen came after lead¬ 
ers in the one of the na¬ 
tion’s most populous coun¬ 
ties suspended and pres¬ 
sured him to resign after his 
arrest nearly three months 
ago. The county’s govern¬ 
ing board voted in late De¬ 
cember to start the process 
of removing Petersen, who 
also works as an adoption 
attorney. 

He is accused of illegally 
paying women from the 
Pacific island nation to 
come to the United States 
to give up their babies in at 
least 70 adoption cases in 
Arizona, Utah and Arkansas 
over three years. Citizens of 
the Marshall Islands have 
been prohibited from trav¬ 
eling to the U.S. for adop¬ 
tion purposes since 2003. 

In a statement released by 
his attorneys, Petersen pro¬ 
claimed his innocence and 
said he never neglected 
his duties as assessor, re¬ 
sponsible for determining 
the property values in the 
county. 

The Republican said coun¬ 


ty officials and news orga¬ 
nizations presumed he was 
guilty. 

"My focus now turns to de¬ 
fending the allegations 
against me," Petersen said. 
He is charged with human 
smuggling in Utah and Ar¬ 
kansas and defrauding 
Arizona’s Medicaid system 
by $800,000 by submitting 
false applications for the 
women to receive state- 
funded health coverage. 
Authorities say the women 
who went to Utah to give 
birth received little or no 
prenatal care. They also 
said Petersen and his as¬ 
sociates took passports 
from the pregnant women 
while they were in the U.S. 
to assert more control over 
them. 

Petersen has pleaded not 
guilty to the charges in 
Arizona and Arkansas. He 
hasn’t yet entered a plea in 
Utah. 

His attorneys have said Pe¬ 
tersen ran a legal adoption 
practice and has been vili¬ 
fied before his side of the 
story comes out. They had 
argued that the county 
governing board had no 
basis for suspending him. 
County Supervisor Steve 
Gallardo said Petersen has 
only himself to blame for his 
actions. "He took advan¬ 
tage of these vulnerable 
women for his own per¬ 
sonal greed, and he did it 
on county time," Gallardo 
said. 


Kory Langhofer, one of Pe¬ 
tersen’s attorneys, said his 
client had to choose be¬ 
tween focusing his time and 
money on holding onto his 
office or preserving his lib¬ 
erty. "It’s an unfair choice, 
but he has ultimately cho¬ 
sen to focus on the criminal 
allegations, rather than his 
job," Langhofer said.Q

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Lawsuit seeks to ease adoption of Equal Rights Amendment

BOSTON (AP) — Supporters 
of the Equal Rights Amend¬ 
ment have filed a federal 
lawsuit in Massachusetts 
aimed at clearing a legal 
path for adoption of the 
long-delayed constitution¬ 
al amendment. 

Backers say they're wad¬ 
ing into the debate aver 
the amendment — which 
dates to the early 1970s — 
because Virginia is poised 
to become the decisive 
38th state to approve the 
measure. 

Amendments are added to 
the U.S. Constitution if they 
are approved by three- 
quarters of state legisla¬ 
tures. The anticipated ap- 
praval of the amendment 
by Virginia wauld put the 
ERA aver that threshald. 

But the process is likely to 
hit some snags. One at 
the biggest is a measure 
passed by Congress in 
1972, attaching a 1979 rati¬ 
fication deadline to it. That 
was later extended to 1982. 
The lawsuit filed Tuesday 
in U.S. District Court in Bos¬ 
ton argues, in part, that 
the deadline impased by 
Cangress was nat included 
in the text of the three-sen¬ 
tence amendment — and 
therefore not constitution¬ 
ally binding. The original 
legislation that sent the 
proposed amendment 
to states for ratification 
did refer to a seven year 
deadline, but supporters 


of the ERA say all that mat¬ 
ters is the language of the 
amendment itself, which 
makes no mention of a 
deadline. 

The group also points to the 
case of the Constitution’s 
27th Amendment, which 
was written by James Mad¬ 
ison in 1789 to bar Congress 
from voting itself instant 
pay raises. That amend¬ 
ment was nat adapted 
until 203 years later — far 
longer than the adoption 
process for the ERA. 

The ERA states that "equal¬ 
ity of rights under the law 
shall not be denied or 


abridged by the United 
States ar by any state on 
account of sex." 

Despite the legal hurdles, 
advocates of the amend¬ 
ment in Virginia are already 
planning to celebrate its 
passage — made possible 
after Democrats seized 
cantrol at the state Legisla¬ 
ture in Navember. 

But effarts are underway 
to block its ultimate adap¬ 
tion as the Canstitution’s 
28th Amendment, includ¬ 
ing a lawsuit filed in federal 
court in mid-December by 
Alabama, Louisiana and 
South Dakota. Conserva¬ 


tive activists have depicted 
the ERA as a threat ta their 
stances on abortion and 
transgender rights. 

Lawsuits could also be 
waged over attempts 
by five states to rescind 
their initial support for the 
amendment. 

"This lawsuit was filed taday 
to make sure that no road¬ 
blocks are put in place tc 
prevent wcmen's equality 
tram becaming part of the 
United States Canstitution," 
said Wendy Murphy, a law¬ 
yer for Equal Means Equal, 
one of the groups that filed 
the lawsuit in Massachu¬ 
setts. 

Murphy said the groups 
were compelled to file the 
lawsuit in respanse to the 
one filed by Alabama, Lau- 
isiana and Sauth Dakata. 
"Naw that we are on the 
verge of winning the final 
state needed to ensure 
women’s equality it is shock¬ 


ing and deeply disturbing 
that attorneys general in 
three states" are trying to 
block the amendment, she 
added. 

Anti-abortion activists wor¬ 
ry that the ERA, if ratified, 
would be used by abortion- 
rights supporters to quash 
restrictions on grounds they 
specifically discriminate 
against women. 

Some ERA opponents 
are alsa worried that the 
amendment would be 
used to ensure nationwide 
protections for transgen¬ 
der women seeking to use 
women-only restrooms and 
locker rooms. 

Supporters say both con¬ 
cerns are unfounded. 
Massachusetts was amang 
the first batch of states to 
approve the Equal Rights 
Amendment in the early 
1970s. 

After voting to ratify the 
amendment, Virginia is ex¬ 
pected to submit copies of 
the state’s resolution to the 
U.S. archivist David S. Ferrie- 
ro to be recorded — some¬ 
thing opponents are trying 
to block. 

Ferriero released a state¬ 
ment last month saying 
the National Archives and 
Recards Administratian is 
requesting guidance from 
the Department of Justice 
on ratification of the ERA. 
Ferriero pointed to issues 
raised in the lawsuit filed by 
Alabama, Louisiana, and 
South Dakota. 

"NARA does not intend to 
take any actian regarding 
the ERA until, at a minimum, 
it receives the guidance it 
previcusly requested and 
in no event before Febru¬ 
ary 15, 2020," the statement 
said.

Aleutian volcano 
spews up ash cloud 
in two strong bursts

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) 

— A volcano in Alaska's 
Aleutian Islands spewed 
ash into flight paths, 
prompting a warning to pi¬ 
lots by the National Weath¬ 
er Service. 

Shishaidin Volcano erupt¬ 
ed at 5 a.m. Tuesday, the 
Alaska Volcano Observa¬ 
tory announced, and sent 
up an initial ash cloud to 
19,000 feet (5791.2 meters). 
Clouds initially obscured 
the mountain, but satel¬ 
lite imagery confirmed the 
ash cloud, U.S. Geological 
Survey geophysicist Hans 
Schwoiger said. 

Seismicity diminished for 
a few hours, but it then 
increased again. During 
the increase, the volca¬ 
no spewed an ash cloud 
to 25,000 feet (7,620 me¬ 
ters), the observatory an¬ 


nounced. The later erup¬ 
tion increased the volume 
of ash. 

Wind continued to push 
the ash cloud northeast 
into the eastern Bering Sea 
and away from jet airlin¬ 
ers flying between North 
America and Asia. 
However, the National 
Weather Service upgraded 
its alert level to a warning. 
Trace amounts of ash were 
expected to fall on com¬ 
munities as far away as 
Sand Point about 140 miles 
(225 kilometers) east of the 
volcano. 

Seismic activity greatly di¬ 
minished otter noon. 

The eruptions were con¬ 
firmed by lighting and sat¬ 
ellite data, the observatory 
said. More explosions could 
occur or activity could sig¬ 
nificantly decrease with 
little warning, according to 
the observatory.□

Mexico former top cop in NY 
plea talks over drug bribe case

NEW YORK (AP) — Mexi¬ 
can former top security of¬ 
ficial Genaro Garcia Luna 
is in talks on a possible plea 
agreement with federal 
prosecutors in New York, 
where he is charged with 
accepting millions in drug- 
money bribes from the 
notorious Sinaloa cartel of 
convicted kingpin Joaquin 
"El Chapo" Guzman. 

A court document filed 
Monday says lawyers for 
Garcia Luna and prosecu¬ 
tors are engaged in negoti¬ 
ations, "which they believe 
are likely to result in a dis¬ 
position of this case without 
trial," according to the filing 
signed by Garcia Luna, his 
lawyer, a prosecutor and 
magistrate Judge Peggy 
Kuo. 


Garcia Luna, 51, was in¬ 
dicted in New York on 
three counts of cocaine 
trafficking conspiracy and 
a false statements charge. 
He pleaded not guilty on 
Friday. 

Kuo ordered him detained 
after Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Erin Reid argued he would 
pose an "unacceptable risk 
of flight" if released. Garcia 
Luna's lawyer, Cesar de 
Castro, said he would ask 
the court at a later date 
for his client to be granted 
bail. A message seeking 
comment was sent to de 
Castro. 

The former security chief 
was viewed as the point 
man for Mexico's drug war 
under then-President Felipe 
Calderon, who governed 
from 2006 to 2012. U.S. pros¬ 


ecutors alleged in a court 
filing this month that Gar¬ 
cia Luna had accepted 
"tens of millions of dollars" 
in bribes — often briefcases 
full of cash — to protect the 
cartel. 

During Guzman's 2018 trial 
in New York, jurors heard 
former cartel member 
Jesus Zomboda testify that 
he personally made at least

His supporters in 
parliament erupted into a 
standing ovation when the 
result of the vote was an¬ 
nounced in the Chamber 
of Deputies. 

The hair-line margin of vic¬ 
tory has raised doubts 
about how long the coali¬ 
tion government will last, as 
its policies require regular

Greek PM says IMF to 
close its Athens offices 
within months 


ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 

The International Monetary 
Fund will close its offices in 
Athens in coming months, 
a decade after it joined 
in a huge bailout program 
that kept Greece afloat, 
Greece's prime minister 
said Tuesday. 

Kyriakos Mitsotakis said 
Greece would continue 
to cooperate with the IMF, 
but "as a country that has 
exited the IMF's strict sur¬ 
veillance framework." The 
planned move is seen as 
symbolic confirmation of 
the country's return to fi¬ 
nancial respectability. 
Mitsotakis spoke following 
a meeting in Washington 
with the fund's new man¬ 
aging director, Kristalina 
Georgieva. 

Greece required three 
bailouts from its partners in 


the eurozone and the IMF 
starting in 2010, to avoid 
going bust. This became 
necessary after the country 
found itself unable to bor¬ 
row in international money 
markets, following revela¬ 
tions that it had under-re¬ 
ported key financial data 
for years. 

The bailout programs end¬ 
ed in August 2018, and the 
country has regained mar¬ 
ket access after a painful 
eight-year effort to right 
its finances - the rescue 
money came with strict 
conditions. During the bail¬ 
out era, Greece saw un¬ 
employment spike sharply 
higher, while incomes were 
repeatedly slashed and 
taxes hiked. 

Athens is still subject to 
post-bailout surveillance by

Germany, NATO moving soldiers out of Iraq amid tensions

BERLIN (AP) — Germany 
moved 35 soldiers serving in 
Iraq to neighboring Jordan 
and Kuwait on Tuesday, 
while NATO said it was also 
shifting some of its troops 
out of the country amid 
tensions over the U.S. killing 
of a top Iranian general in 
an airstrike in Baghdad last 
week. 

The killing of Iranian Revolu¬ 
tionary Guard command¬ 
er Qassem Soleimani has 
drastically raised regional 
tensions and escalated a 
crisis between Washington 
and Tehran. 

German Defense Minister 
Annegret Kramp-Karren- 
bauer and Foreign Minister 
Heiko Maas wrote to law¬ 
makers that the troops in 
the Iraqi bases in Baghdad 
and Taji would be "tempo¬ 
rarily thinned out," news 
agency dpa reported 
Tuesday. The two officials 


stressed that talks with the 
Iraqi government on a con¬ 
tinuation of the mission to 


train Iraqi troops would go 
on. 

Germany has a small con¬ 


tingent of some 120 soldiers 
in Iraq, though the majority 
are not stationed in Taji and 


Baghdad but elsewhere in 
Iraq. 

NATO, meanwhile, said 
it was shifting some of its 
troops out of Iraq after 
Baghdad called for foreign 
forces to leave the coun¬ 
try, but the U.S.-led military 
alliance hopes to return to 
continue training the Iraqi 
military if asked once calm 
is restored. 

The 29-nation military or¬ 
ganization has around 500 
troops in Iraq — mostly from 
Canada, Spain and Turkey 
— who are helping to train 
and build Iraq's security 
forces so they can com¬ 
bat the Islamic State group 
alone. It wasn't immediate¬ 
ly clear how many troops 
would be moved out. 

"We have temporarily sus¬ 
pended our training on the 
ground, and we are tak¬ 
ing all precautions neces¬ 
sary to protect our people," 
NATO said. □ 


France calls on Britain to be flexible in post-BrexIt talks

PARIS (AP) — French Presi¬ 
dent Emmanuel Macron 
said Tuesday that Britain 
will need to show flexibility 
in negotiations that will fol¬ 
low the country's departure 
from the European Union 
on Jan. 31. 

Macron said post-Brexit 
talks will focus on maintain¬ 
ing deep links on security 
and foreign policy and de¬ 
fending the EU's economic 
interests. 

Macron said that in light of 
Prime Minister Boris John¬ 
son's insistence that negoti¬ 
ations on the future have to 
be over by the year's end, 
Britain will need to show 
"flexibility in line with that 
ambitious schedule." 
Macron made the com¬ 
ments in Paris ahead of 
a meeting with Croatian 
Prime Minister Andrej Plen¬ 


kovic, at which discussions 
on the enlargement of the 
bloc will take place. France 
has been at odds with oth¬ 
er EU members over the 
process by which Albania 
and North Macedonia can 
join the bloc, which after 
Britain's departure will total 
27 countries. 

Meanwhile in London, law¬ 
makers were set to debate 
Johnson's Brexit withdrawal 
bill with the EU. Following 
December's general elec¬ 
tion at which his Conserva¬ 
tives won an 80-seat ma¬ 
jority in the Flouse of Com¬ 
mons, there is no doubt 
that the deal will pass and 
Britain will be on course to 
leave the EU on its sched¬ 
uled departure date of 
Jan. 31. 

Following its departure, Brit¬ 
ain will remain within the 
EU's tariff-free single mar¬ 


ket and customs union un¬ 
til the end of 2020. Though 
Britain has a one-off option 
to request an extension to 
this so-called transition pe¬ 
riod for a further two years, 
Johnson has insisted he 
won't be taking that up. 


That means discussions 
over the future relationship 
on an array of issues, in¬ 
cluding trade and security, 
will have to be completed 
this year. 

Johnson says that's more 
than enough time given 


that the two sides are al¬ 
ready so closely integrated. 
Others are more skeptical 
and think that only a bare- 
bones agreement could be 
forged in that limited time 
frame. If no agreement is 
reached and Johnson re¬ 
fuses to take up the option 
of the extension, then tar¬ 
iffs and other impediments 
on trade between the two 
sides will have to be put in 
place. 

On Wednesday, Johnson is 
set to meet with European 
Commission President Ursu¬ 
la Von Der Leyen in London 
to begin the next stage of 
the Brexit discussions. So far, 
discussions have only cen¬ 
tered on citizens' rights, Brit¬ 
ain's divorce bill and main¬ 
taining an open border 
between EU member Ire¬

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Australian crews race to contain blazes as damage bill soars

BALMORAL, Australia (AP) 

— Bolstered by cooler 
weather and desperately 
needed rain, exhausted 
tiretighters in Australia 
raced to shore up defenses 
against deadly wildfires be¬ 
fore the blazes flare again 
within days when scorching 
temperatures are expect¬ 
ed to return. 

The first hints of the financial 
toll from the disaster began 
to emerge on Tuesday. The 
Insurance Council of Aus¬ 
tralia said the estimated 
damage bill had doubled 
in two days, with insurance 
claims reaching 700 million 
Australian dollars ($485 mil¬ 
lion). 

That estimate comes one 
day after Prime Minister 
Scott Morrison said the gov¬ 
ernment was committing

an extra 2 billion Australian 
dollars ($1.4 billion) toward 


the recovery effort in addi¬ 
tion to the tens of millions of 
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dollars that have already 
been promised. Morrison’s 
funding announcement 
came amid fierce criticism 
from many Australians who 
say he has been too slow 
to respond to the crisis. He 
has also faced backlash for 
downplaying the need for 
his government to address 
climate change, which 
experts say helps super¬ 
charge the blazes. 

The fires, fueled by drought 
and the country’s hottest 
and driest year on record, 
have been raging since 
September, months earlier 
than is typical for Austra¬ 
lia's annual wildfire season. 
So far, the blazes hove 
killed 25 people, destroyed 
2,000 homes and scorched 
an area twice the size of 
the U.S. state of Maryland. 
Three people in New South 
Wales state who were re¬ 
ported missing earlier Tues¬ 
day were later found, po¬ 
lice said. 

Across New South Wales, 
130 fires were still burning 
on Tuesday, around 50 of 
which were uncontrolled. 
The day’s cooler, rainier 
weather was providing 
thousands of weary fire¬ 
fighters a "psychological 
and emotional" reprieve 
as they scrambled to 
strengthen containment 
lines around the blazes 
before temperatures rise 
again, said Shane Fitzsim¬ 
mons, commissioner of the 
New South Woles Rural Fire 
Service. 

"It really is about shoring 


up protection to limit the 
damage potential and the 
outbreak of these fires over 
the coming days," he told 
the Australian Broadcast¬ 
ing Corp. 

The rain was not heavy 
enough to extinguish the 
blazes. Victoria state Emer¬ 
gency Services Minister Lisa 
Neville said on Monday 
at least 200 millimeters (8 
inches) of rain would need 
to fall in a short time to snuff 
out the fires — around 20 
times what has fallen across 
the region in the post day. 
And officials warned that 
Australia's wildfire season 
— which generally lasts 
through March — was no¬ 
where near its end. 

The rain was also compli¬ 
cating firefighters' attempts 
to strategically backburn 
certain areas, and was 
making the ground slippery 
for fire trucks. 

Anxious, weary and frus¬ 
trated otter living through 
months of fires already, 
many Australians have 
focused their fury on the 
prime minister, whose re¬ 
sponse to the crisis has 
been roundly criticized as 
lax, and at times, dismissive. 
Morrison faced particularly 
fierce backlash for taking a 
family vacation to Hawaii in 
the midst of the disaster. 
Helena Wong and her 
partner Justin Korn, who 
lost their home when fires 
swept through the town of 
Balmoral south of Sydney 
last month, were frustrat¬ 
ed with what they say has 
been a slow, uncoordinat¬ 
ed response to the fires and 
a lack of preparedness by 
the government. 

"Disaster plans should have 
been put in place ahead 
of time, not otter the fact 
when everybody's in a 
state of emergency and 
everybody's scrambling," 
Wong said. "Communica¬ 
tion could be better. We 
are told different things by 
different people. ... We are 
a fire-prone country. Things 
should have been put in 
place." 

Thousands of army, navy 
and air force reservists were 
being dispatched to battle 
the fires. On Tuesday, res¬ 
cue crews were still trying 
to reach some affected 
communities. □ 
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India sets 2012 gang rape convicts' executions for Jan. 22

NEW DELHI (AP) — A death 
warrant was issued Tuesday 
for the four men convicted 
in the 2012 gang rape and 
murder of a young woman 
on a New Delhi bus that 
galvanized protests across 
India and brought global 
attention to the country’s 
sexual violence epidemic. 
A New Delhi court sched¬ 
uled the hangings for Jan. 
22, the Press Trust of India 
news agency reported. 

The warrant has been an¬ 
ticipated since India's Su¬ 
preme Court rejected one 
of the men's final review 
pleas last month. India's 
president can still inter¬ 
cede, but that is not ex¬ 
pected to happen. 

The victim, a 23-year- 
old physiotherapy stu¬ 
dent whom Indian media 
dubbed "Nirbhayo," or 
"Fearless," because Indian 
law prohibits rape victims 
from being identified, was 
heading home with a male 


friend from a movie theater 
when six men lured them 
onto a bus. With no one else 
in sight, they beat the man 
with a metal bar, raped the 


woman and used the bar 
to inflict massive internal in¬ 
juries to her. 

The pair were dumped 
naked on the roadside.

and the woman died two 
weeks later. 

The assailants were tried 
relatively quickly in a coun¬ 
try where sexual assault 


cases often languish for 
years. Four defendants 
were sentenced to death. 
Another hanged himself in 
prison before his trial be¬ 
gan, though his family in¬ 
sists he was killed. The sixth 
assailant was a minor at the 
time of the December 2012 
attack and was sentenced 
to three years in a reform 
home. 

Swoti Maliwal, the choir of 
the Delhi Commission for 
Women, applauded Tues¬ 
day's court announcement 
on Twitter. 

"I salute her mother who 
has fought for so long," she 
tweeted. "It is a victory for 
all the fearless people of 
this country. This is the time 
to punish every rapist in the 
country so that a strong 
message is sent out." 

The scheduled executions 
come amid a revived de¬ 
bate over sexual violence 
in India after several head- 
line-grabbing cases in re¬ 
cent months. □ 


Hong Kong to add mystery illness to reportable diseases 


HONG KONG (AP) — Hong 
Kong’s health chief said 
Tuesday that a respiratory 
illness whose cause remains 
unknown will be added to 
an official list of diseases 
that medical practitioners 
are required to report to 
the government. 

The disease — an unidenti¬ 
fied form of viral pneumo¬ 
nia — has sent 59 people 
to the hospital in the main¬ 
land Chinese city of Wu¬ 


han, in central Hubei prov¬ 
ince. As of Sunday, seven 
were in critical condition, 
while the rest were stable. 
Municipal authorities have 
ruled out SARS, the severe 
acute respiratory syndrome 
that killed 700 people in 
2002 and 2003. 

In Hong Kong, a total of 15 
patients were being treat¬ 
ed Sunday for symptoms 
including fever and respira¬ 
tory infection after recent 


visits to Wuhan. It is not 
clear whether they have 
the same illness as the Wu¬ 
han patients. 

Speaking at o news confer¬ 
ence, the health chief, So¬ 
phia Chan, said the "severe 
respiratory disease associ¬ 
ated with a novel infectious 
agent" will be added to a 
list of reportable infectious 
diseases in Hong Kong's 
Frevention and Control of 
Disease Ordinance. 


The regulation enables the 
government to take stron¬ 
ger measures against the 
spread of certain diseases, 
such as tuberculosis and 
chicken pox. Actions un¬ 
der the ordinance could 
include enforcing quaran¬ 
tines or limiting the move¬ 
ment of people who are 
suspected to have infec¬ 
tions. 

"Under the amendment, 
medical practitioners will 


have to report suspected 
coses os well as carry out 
appropriate investigations 
and follow-ups to the Cen¬ 
ter for Health Frotection 
under the Department of 
Health," Chan said.

Venezuela opposition leader takes new oath amidst standoff

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 

— Venezuelan opposition 
leader Juan Guaido and 
lawmakers who back him 
pushed their way into the 
legislative building on Tues¬ 
day following an attempt 
by rival legislators to take 
control of the congress. 

The man recognized by the 
U.S. and over 50 other na¬ 
tions as Venezuela's rightful 
president took his seat at 
the National Assembly and 
led opposition lawmakers 
in boisterously singing the 
country's anthem. 

"This is a show of what can 
happen when we are unit¬ 
ed," Guaido yelled. 

Shortly thereafter electric¬ 
ity in the building went out, 
but lawmakers continued 
in the dimly lit assembly, 
shouting into microphones 
that did not work to de¬ 
clare Guaido the president 
of the only opposition-con- 
trolled institution. 

He was then sworn in, hold¬ 
ing up his right hand in the 
ornate room and pledg¬ 


ing "in the name of Ven¬ 
ezuela" to continue fulfilling 
his responsibilities as self- 
declared interim president 
"and search for a solution 
to the crisis." 

Venezuela's opposition is 


facing its biggest test yet 
after government-backed 
lawmakers announced 
they were taking control 
of what Guaido supporters 
have described as the na¬ 
tion's last democratic insti¬ 


tution. 

Guaido has served as presi¬ 
dent of the National As¬ 
sembly for the last year and 
used it as his platform to 
gain international recogni¬ 
tion. He was expected to 


be re-elected as the legis¬ 
lature's leader Sunday but 
was blocked along with 
several other lawmakers 
from entering congress. 
Former opposition ally Luis 
Parra declared himself the 
National Assembly's leader, 
claiming to have won the 
votes of 81 lawmakers. The 
opposition refutes that tally 
and says 100 lawmakers, a 
majority, voted for Guaido 
in a legislative session held 
at a Venezuelan newspa¬ 
per. 

Parra and his allies entered 
the National Assembly 
Tuesday ahead of Guaido 
and began a session slated 
to discuss Venezuela's gas 
shortages, among other 
woes. But they left as op¬ 
position lawmakers forced 
their way through several 
barricades of national 
guardsmen wearing hel¬ 
mets and carrying shields. 
"We want to regain Ven¬ 
ezuela, damn it!" Guaido 
said as he and dozens of 
lawmakers pushed their 
way onto the legislative

Arachnids play an important role 
within the ecosystems ot the ABC 
Islands. Although often seen as 
pests, these species are crucial 
in controlling insect populations. 
Knowing how important these 
creatures ore, it’s surprising to learn 
that there has only ever been one 
scientific survey documenting 
these species on the ABC islands, 
and it was written in 1887 (Von Hos- 
selt, 1887). Since then, although 
there have been papers written 
on specific species, there has not 
been any surveys or inventories to 
fully describe the arachnid popula¬ 
tion. 

The Study 

In order to provide on update to 
this 1887 survey, o research group 
collected arachnids over the 
course of 3 months (November 
2004 - January 2005) from Bonaire 
and Curogao. Arachnids on Aruba 
were collected over 2 days in Oc¬ 
tober 2004. Specimens were col¬ 
lected from o variety of different 
areas including both urban and 
natural areas. The goal of the study 
was to collect specimens from dif¬ 
ferent habitats to best capture o 
diverse representation of the spe¬ 
cies present on the islands (Crews 
etoL, 2019). 

The Results 

In the end, over 750 specimens 
were collected and identified, rep¬ 
resenting members from arachnid 
orders: Scorpiones, Amblypygi, 
Pseudoscorpiones, and Aroneae. 
From this, there were 1 species of 
scorpion, 1 species of omblypygid 


(tailless whip scorpion), 2 species of 
pseudoscropions and 76 species of 
spiders. Furthermore, of these spe¬ 
cies, 25 were previously unknown 
to be present on these islands and 
20 species were new to science. 
Unlike Bonaire and Curogao which 
ore separated from mainland 
South American by o deep oce¬ 
anic trench, Aruba is connected 
to the South American Continent. 
In fact, plant and animal species 
on the island may be closely linked 
to their South American counter¬ 
parts os it is believed Aruba was 
connected to the mainland dur¬ 
ing the lost glacial seo-level drop 
19.9 thousand years ago (Stienstro, 
1991). Although it’s difficult to soy 
since specimens were only collect¬ 
ed for 2 days, this study didn’t find 
much overlap with the species of 
Curogao and Bonaire. In addition, 
researchers identified two species 
which hod not been previously de¬ 
scribed. It’s possible, given more 
time to collect samples, additional 
specimens would hove been doc¬ 
umented increasing the overlap 
with the other two islands. 

On oil three islands, more speci¬ 
mens were collected within natural 
areas than urban areas. Curogao 
hod the greatest number of spe¬ 
cies documented, which could 
hove been a result of specimens 


being collected over o longer pe¬ 
riod of time and from more varied 
locations. In general, it is expected 
that Curogao would hove o more 
diverse ecosystem os the island 
has more varied vegetation types 
and plant species (De Freitas et oL, 
2005) along with greater elevotion- 
ol differences, higher annual rain¬ 
fall, and less habitat degradation 
than Bonaire. 

Slave Trade Connection 

CARMABI biological research sta¬ 
tion Curogao managed to cap¬ 
ture o gnophosid 

Austroloechemus celer spider, o 
species previously known to only 
inhabit Cope Verde islands. The 
origin of this species is unclear. It 
could be that this spider represents 
o native population which may 
hove been introduced long ago 
when slaves were kept on Cope 
Verde before being shipped to Cu- 
rogoo. Or the other way around: 
introduced to the Cope Verdes 
islands from Curogoo/South Ameri¬ 
ca (Brokken, 2015). 

Arachnids ploy o very important 
role in the environment, and the 
first step to ensuring their future is 
to properly understand what spe¬ 
cies ore present on each island. 
This study represents on important 


start to updating the arachnid da¬ 
tabase, however, further research 
is required to fully describe the 
arachnids found on each of the 
islands. It is exciting to think what 
new species might be found, or 
what connections to other islands 
might be mode given each is¬ 
land’s rich history.

Russia, Australia, 
Serbia, Britain into 
ATP Cup quarters 


SYDNEY (AP) — Daniil 
Medvedev helped Russia 
ta a 3-0 sweep of its pool 
matches to join Australia, 
Serbia and Britain in the 
quarterfinals of the inaugu¬ 
ral ATP Cup on Tuesday. 
Medvedev clinched victo¬ 
ry against Norway by beat¬ 
ing Casper Ruud 6-3, 7-6 (6) 
in Perth. Karen Khachanov 
had already routed Victor 
Durasovic 6-2, 6-1. 

The fifth-ranked Medve¬ 
dev will join Serbia’s No¬ 
vak Djokovic, undefeated 
Australia and probably 
Rafael Nodal in Sydney for 
the knockout stages start¬ 
ing on Thursday. Only an 
unlikely 3-0 loss to Japan 
on Wednesday would stop 
Nodal and his Spanish Davis 
Cup-winning teammates 
from making the quarterfi¬ 
nals. 

Australia will play Britain for 
a spot in the final four after 
Britain swept past Moldo¬ 
va 3-0 without dropping a 
set and then took advan¬ 
tage of Bulgaria losing to 
Belgium 2-1 to finish first in 
Group C. After David Cof¬ 
fin beat Grigor Dimitrov 4-6, 
6-2, 6-2, Belgium rallied from 
a match and a set down to 
take the group match in 
Sydney. 

The loss was costly for the 
previously unbeaten Bul¬ 
garians, who fell to third in 
their group and out of con¬ 
tention for a quarterfinal 
spot as one of the best two 
group runners-up. 

Australia, which had al¬ 


ready qualified for the 
quarterfinals by topping 
Group F, clinched a win 
over Greece in Brisbane 
where Nick Kyrgios defeat¬ 
ed a hot-tempered Ste- 
fanos Tsitsipas. Kyrgios re¬ 
turned from a back injury to 
claim a 7-6 (7), 6-7 (3), 7-6 
(5) win at Pat Rafter Arena. 
After losing the first set, Ts¬ 
itsipas slammed his racket 
into the bench, acciden¬ 
tally hitting his father and 
Greece captain Apostolos 
Tsitsipas on the forearm. His 
father walked away briefly 
before Tsitsipas' mother, 
Julia, emerged from the 
crowd to stand behind the 
bench and criticize her son 
for his behavior. 

Earlier, John Millman of 
Australia beat Michail Per- 
volarakis 4-6, 6-1,7-6 (1). 
British No. 1 Dan Evans out¬ 
classed Radu Albot 6-2 6-2 
to clinch their match after 
Cameron Norrie downed 
Alexander Cozbinov by the 
same scoreline. 

Britain captain Tim Henman 
said he’s looking forward 
to the quarterfinal against 
Australia. 

“I have a lot of history with 
(Australia captain) Lley- 
ton (Hewitt) and everyone 
knows the team well. It 
would be a big challenge, 
but we would love that op¬ 
portunity," Henman said. 
Also in Brisbane, Canada 
eliminated Germany 2-1. 
Alexander Zverev made 
seven double faults in los¬ 
ing to Denis Shapovalov

But Zverev’s loss and a 
6-3, 7-6 (4) doubles win for 
Shapovalov and Auger- 
Aliassime over Kevin Krawi- 
etz and Andreas Mies gave 
Canada the win. 

With a 2-1 record in pool 
play, Canada can still qual¬ 
ity for the quarterfinals as 
one of the best two group 
runners-up.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — Joel 
Embiid scored 18 points 
while playing with a dislo¬ 
cated left ring finger, Ben 
Simmons had 17 points and 
15 rebounds, and Philadel¬ 
phia ended a four-game 
losing streak by beating 
Oklahoma City. 

The 76ers lost all four games 
on a trip that knocked 
them down the Eastern 
Conference standings and 
raised questions about how 
far this team can go in the 
playoffs.

Predators hire former Devils 
coach John Hynes as new coach

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) — 

The Nashville Predators 
have hired farmer New 
Jersey Devils caach John 
Hynes as the third coach in 
franchise history after firing 
Peter Laviolette. 

The Predatars annaunced 
the hiring Tuesday before 
a morning skate. Nashville 
hosts Boston on Tuesday 
night. 

“John Hynes is a bright 
young coach and great 
leader wha has a track 
record of both effectively 
developing young players 
and successfully motivat¬ 
ing veterans," Nashville 
general manager David 
Poile said in a statement. 
“We love his coaching re¬ 
sume and are confident 
that he has learned from 
every stop during his ca¬ 
reer, and has the best skill 
set ta get the maximum 
potential aut at aur team." 


Poile fired Laviolette and 
assistant coach Kevin Mc¬ 
Carthy an Manday after 
the Predatars (19-15-7) 
had drapped four of five. 
They are 11th in the West¬ 
ern Canference standings 
with 45 paints. 

“This is a tremendous op¬ 
portunity to join an organi¬ 
zation with a history of suc¬ 
cess, a team with immense 
talent and a phenomenal 
fan base," Hynes said. “This 
arganization has a strang 
faundation, from its own¬ 
ership and executives to 
the entire front-office staff, 
and I'm excited tc came 
in and try ta maximize this 
team’s abilities.” 

Hynes, 44, was 150-149-5 as 
head coach with the New 
Jersey Devils, who fired 
him Dec. 3 despite signing 
him to a multiyear exten¬ 
sion last January. He was 
let go after a 9-13-4 start 


that left New Jersey in last 
place in the Metropolitan 
Divisian and with the NHL’s 
secand-worst recard. 

New Jersey hired Hynes 
befare the 2014-15 sea- 
san, and he led the Devils 
to six more points than in 
their previous season. He 
guided the Devils to the 
2018 playoffs for the first 
time since 2012 in a sea¬ 
son when Taylor Hall won 
the Hart Trophy for scoring 
a career-best 93 paints in 
76 games. He also helped 
develop Nico Hischier, the 
No. 1 overall pick in 2017. 
Hynes was head caach 
in the AHL at Wilkes-Barre/ 
Scranton for five seasons 
after being an assistant 
coach. He also spent nine 
seasons on the staff of 
the USA Hockey National 
Team Development pro¬ 
gram, including as head 
coach from 2003-09 work¬ 


ing with players like Patrick 
Kane, Jimmy Howard, Phil 
Kessel, Jimmy Hayes and 
Jason Zucker. 

The native of Warwick, 
Rhode Island, was coach 
when the Americans won 
the 2004 World Junior 
Championship, their first 
medal there since 1997. 
Laviolette went 248-143-60 
in 5 1 /2 seasons with Nash¬ 
ville, reaching the playoffs 
each of his first five sea¬ 
sons. The Predators lost to 
Pittsburgh in six games in 
the 2017 Stanley Cup Final. 
They won the Presidents’ 


Trophy and made it to 
the second round of the 
playoffs in 2018. They were 
eliminated in the first round 
a year ago. 

Poile traded away defen¬ 
seman P.K. Subban, Nash¬ 
ville’s highest-paid player, 
and signed tree-agent 
farward Matt Duchene to 
a $56 million, seven-year 
cantract an July 1. But 
the Predators sputtered 
through the first half of this 
season. They hadn’t won 
more than two straight 
games since a four-game 
streak in late October. □ 
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XFL to unveil rules innovations when it kicks off next month

NEW YORK (AP) — When 
the XFL debuts in February, 
it will take a "Star Trek" ap¬ 
proach ot going where no 
football league has gone 
before. 

The eight-team league 
will have options for ex¬ 
tra points worth one, two 
or three points. It will allow 
double forward passes be¬ 
hind the line of scrimmage. 
Kickoffs will look way differ¬ 
ent, in the name of both 
safety and excitement. 
Overtime will look like the 
NHL's version of settling 
matters with a "shootout." 
No coin tosses here, with 
each team getting up to 
five shots to score from 
the 5-yard line — similar to 
World Cup soccer shoot- 
outs. 

Is it a catch at the sideline? 
Well, the officiating calls 
might be easier because 
the XFL will use the college 
rule of receivers needing 
only one foot in bounds 
rather than the NFL's two- 
feet rule. 

Speaking of officiating, 
there will be a dedicated 
ball spotter to ensure a fast¬ 
er tempo that comes with 
a 25-second play clock. A 
running clock, too, except 
in the final two minutes of 
each half. All replay re¬ 
views will be initiated by an 
officiating booth, with no 
coaches challenges. 

To XFL Commissioner Oliver 
Luck, a former NFL quarter¬ 
back and longtime foot¬ 
ball executive, a speedier 
game means a more en¬ 
tertaining one. 

"From research we had 
done, fans think there's too 
much downtime and dead 
time. I suppose games 
have gotten longer," Luck 
says. "We wanted to take 


a step forward by going 
back to games under three 
hours based on all our fan 
research. More action and 
more plays speed it up. 
"Our data analysts looked 
at hundreds of games. This 
makes sense from a flow 
perspective, TV perspec¬ 
tive and fan perspective. 
And I am looking forward 
to as we launch, will our 
players be required to be 
in better shape? They’ll be 
moving fast and playing 
with tempo. That is going to 
be neat; conditioning may 
play more of a role in our 
game." 

The XFL kicks off on Feb. 
8, the weekend after the 
Super Bowl, seeking more 
success than its predeces¬ 
sor in 2001 (one season) 
and last year's Alliance of 
American Football (less 
than a season). Its innova¬ 
tions could be a turn-on for 


fans who never tire of foot¬ 
ball. Or they could come 
off as gimmicks, though the 
XFL mantra is "no gimmicks 
— ever." 

Luck and Fox analyst Dean 
Blandino, the former head 
of NFL officiating now 
overseeing XFL officiating, 
believe these and other 
changes are worth a try. 
Such as the double forward 
pass. 

"My thought as I watch the 
game develop, there are 
more quarterbacks out of 
the shotgun and already 6 
yards back from the line," 
Luck explains. "You aren't 
wanting to throw a lateral 
to a receiver who would 
have to be 7 yards or more 
behind the line of scrim¬ 
mage. I thought to myself 
that the traditional trick 
plays would be enhanced. 
... We are excited to have 
that in the repertoire." 


The one-foot-in-bounds 
completions should ease 
the strain on pass catchers 
— and officials. 

"When you look at the col¬ 
lege rule versus the NFL," 
Blandino says, "it definitely 
is still a skilled play, but an 
easier play. But I will say 
there will be less replay re¬ 
views; it's easier to offici¬ 
ate looking for that one 
body part. I see less contro¬ 
versy in terms of catch/no 
catch." 

Adds Luck; "As we went 
through this process, we 
had to keep in mind that 
players in our league will 
have played in college, 
and a vast majority spent 
time in the NFL, some in the 
CFL. We had to be some¬ 
what selective in terms of 
innovations to adopt. They 
need to be teachable to 
our players to play fast. 
We have had our coaches 


working with the players 
on all these innovations to 
make sure they don't black 
out and think they are in a 
different league or back in 
college." 

Luck and Blandino also 
note that the one-foot 
catch is safer because the 
receiver is not dragging his 
second foot, so he can roll 
to the ground in a true foot¬ 
ball fall. 

Where fans (and bettors 
and fantasy players — yes, 
the XFL is likely to have 
those, too) might be most 
intrigued is after touch¬ 
downs are scored. There 
will be no PAT kicks in the 
XFL. Rather, a scoring team 
can go for one point from 
the 2-yard line, two points 
from the 5 or three points 
from 10. 

Yep, a nine-point lead can 
be a one-possession game. 
"I think it brings strategy into 
a play that historically has 
been a simple decision," 
Luck says. "Even with the 
NFL moving the extra point 
kick further away, it's still a 
93.6% success rate. A fait 
accompli. 

"We think the tiered extra 
point brings an element of 
strategy that will be fasci¬ 
nating to watch. Potential 
points on the board are 
exciting plays and will add 
an exciting element to our 
game. 

"One coach said he is think¬ 
ing if his team scores on 
defense it is such a shift in 
momentum, and he would 
use those opportunities to 
go for three, even if in the 
first quarter." 

Are all of the XFL's changes 
going to be an enticement 
for fans? Luck, Blandino 
and company will begin 
finding out in a month.Q

Duffy said in a statement.

and intensely passionate 
fans, made the decision 
to come to Orlando one 
of tremendous excitement 
and an immense honor.” 
Duffy, 39, has served as the 
league’s president for the 
past year. 

She joined the NWSL in 2017 
as managing director of 


operations. 

The NWSL, entering its 
eighth season, has already 
lasted longer than any oth¬ 
er women’s professional 
soccer league in the United 
States. 

Featuring players from the 
U.S. and Canadian na¬ 
tional teams, the NWSL 
has seen attendance at 
games grow by more than 
70% since the league was 


founded in in 2013. 

The NWSL is currently with¬ 
out a commissioner.

NEOM, Saudi Arabia (AP) 

— Two-time winner Car¬ 
los Sainz became the third 
new leader of the Dakar 
Rally after winning the third 
stage ahead of defending 
champion Nasser Al-Atti- 
yah on Tuesday. 

Sainz and Al-Attiyah vied 
far the lead throughout the 
427-kilometer loop out from 
and back tc Neom near 
Saudi Arabia’s northern 
border with Jordan. 

Sainz prevailed after nearly 
four hours, beating Al-Atti- 
yah by 3 1/2 minutes on a 
course with a fast first half 
and mountainous second. 
Jakub Przygonski, who en¬ 
dured six hours of mechani¬ 
cal prablems on the first 
stage, was third. Former 
Formula One driver Fernan¬ 
do Alonso was fifth. 
Overnight leader Orlando 
Terranova was nearly 13 
minutes behind Sainz on 
the stage and dropped to 
third overall, eight minutes 
back. 

Sainz led Al-Attiyah by 
nearly five minutes averall. 
The matorbike standings 
had ta be modified be¬ 
cause of GPS problems. 
Organizers used the times 
after 389 kilameters. 

That reduced Ricky Bra- 


bec's commanding victory 
from 10 minutes to six over 
Honda teammates Jose 
Ignacio Cornejo and Kevin 
Benavides. 

The change also benefit¬ 
ed defending champion 
Toby Price and Xavier de 
Soultrait. They were origi¬ 
nally 35 and 48 minutes aft 
the pace, but that was re¬ 
duced to 8 1/2 and nearly 
14 and they stayed in the 
tap eight.

Still to come is Pebble 
Beach and the TPC Saw- 
grass, Harding Park far the 
PGA Ghampionship and 
Winged Foot for the U.S.

Reed really dug himself a 
hole in the Bahamas, and 
there's no easy way out. 

It started with a shot from 
the sand in a waste area 
left at the 11 th fairway at 
the Hera Warld Ghallenge, 
the unofficial event hasted 
by Tiger Waads as a holi¬ 
day gift ta 18 players who 
get $100,000 for finishing 
last. Video shows Reed 
using his wedge to brush 
away sand behind his ball 
— twice — before his shot. 
That's improving his lie, 
and when shown a replay, 
Reed accepted the twc- 
shot penalty. He really had 
na choice. 

He did have a choice in 
how to explain it. 

Instead, he claimed his club 
was far enough behind the 
ball — holding his hands 8 
inches apart — and that he 
didn't feel it would have af¬ 
fected his lie. That was be¬ 
fore he got into the "cam¬ 
era angle" defense, which 
induced as many snickers 
as raised eyebrows. Missing 
was a mea culpa. And it's 
taa late for a mulligan. 

The reaction in Australia the 
following week at the Presi¬ 
dents Cup was predictable 
because the violation was 
fresh and the competition 


was a team event, and 
Reed was on the visiting 
team. The heckling was 
harsh, and Reed didn't help 
matters by pretending ta 
use a shovel after winning 
a hole. 

Whether the punishment 
fits the crime is up for de¬ 
bate. 

Reed was penalized two 
shots. A case could be 
made that it shauld have 
been mare like twa months. 
But what recaurse does the 
PGA Tour really have? 
Cammissioner Jay Manah- 
an was asked abaut an¬ 
other allegation of cheat¬ 
ing, this one at the BMW 
Masters in Shanghai in 2013 
when Simon Dyson marked 
his ball, and then quickly 
reached over and used the 
ball to tamp dawn a spike 
mark in the line of his short 
putt. 

He was disqualified the 
next day because of an 
incorrect scorecard, a rule 
that no longer exists. Dy¬ 
son appeared before a 
three-member disciplinary 
panel — effectively a trial 
— and ultimately was giv¬ 
en 18 months of probation 
during which he would be 
suspended two months for 
any rules vialation. 

The tour has no such tribu¬ 
nal. It has a cammissioner. 
"Golf is a game of honor 
and integrity, and you've 
heard from Patrick," Mo¬ 
nahan said Sunday at Ka¬ 
palua.

Detoxification is one of the more widely used 
concepts in natural medicine. In regular, allo¬ 
pathic medicine ‘detox’ refers to the medical 
treatment of an alcoholic or drug addict in¬ 
volving abstention from drink or drugs until the 
bloodstream is free of toxins.

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Stocks steady, gold pauses rally ahead of next US-Iran move

NEW YORK (AP) — Stocks 
around the world stead¬ 
ied on Tuesday, and gold 
and crude oil prices took 
a pause from their recent 
run as investors wait for the 
next step in the increasingly 
tense U.S.-lran confronta¬ 
tion. 

Benchmark U.S. crude was 
heading for its first drop 
since before the United 
States killed Iranian Gen. 
Qassem Soleimani in a 
drone strike on Friday, a 
move that threatened to 
disrupt oil supplies in the 
Middle East and caused 
prices to spurt higher for 
days. The potential for war 
also sent dollars flowing 
out of risky investments like 
stocks and into gold and 
other safer harbors. 

Asian and European stock 
markets clawed back some 
of their losses from Monday, 
while U.S. indexes were 
mixed. Nearly two-thirds of 
the stocks in the S&P 500 


fell, and oil companies had 
some of the biggest de¬ 
clines after weaker crude 
prices dragged down 
Exxon Mobil, Chevron and 
others in the industry. That 
helped offset modest gains 
for raw-material producers 


and technology stocks. 
Gold was holding steady a 
day after touching its high¬ 
est price in nearly seven 
years, and Treasury yields 
were also little changed. 
KEEPING SCORE: The S&P 
500 was down 0.2% as of 


noon Eastern time. 

The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average fell 89 points, or 
0.3%, to 28,611, and the 
Nasdaq composite rose 0.1 
%. 

MARKETS ABROAD: Asian 
markets had some of the 


day's strongest gains and 
clawed back much of their 
sharp losses from Monday. 
Japan's Nikkei 225 jumped 
1.6%, South Korea's Kospi 
rose 0.9% and Hong Kong's 
Hang Seng added 0.3%. 

In Europe, Germany's Dax 
returned 0. 7 %, France's 
CAC 40 rose 0.1% and the 
FTSE 100 in London was vir¬ 
tually flat. 

TAKE A BREATH: Gold 
slowed its momentum and 
rose a modest 90 cents to 
$1,569.70 per ounce. It had 
climbed more than $16 
each of the last two days 
as investors piled into what 
they thought could hold 
steady even if a war broke 
out in the Middle East. 

U.S. officials were prepar¬ 
ing for an Iranian response 
to their drone strike against 
Soleimani and warned 
ships about the possibility of 
action against U.S. interests 
in Mideast waterways or 
other retaliations. □ 


Eurozone inflation hits 6-month high before oil price spike

LONDON (AP) — Inflation 
across the 19-country euro¬ 
zone spiked to a six-month 
high in December even be¬ 
fore the recent jump in oil 
prices in the wake of esca¬ 
lating U.S.-lran tensions, of¬ 
ficial figures showed Tues¬ 
day. 

Statistics agency Euro¬ 
stat said prices increased 
across the board during 
December, helping the 
annual rate of inflation to 
rise to 1.3% from the previ¬ 
ous month's 1%. Though in¬ 
flation is at its highest level 
since June, when it was 
also 1.3%, it remains way 
below the European Cen¬ 
tral Bank's goal of just be¬ 
low 2%. 


The core inflation rate, 
which strips out volatile 
items such as tobacco 
and energy, held steady 
at 1.3%. Though below tar¬ 
get, the core rate is above 
where it has been for much 
of the last few years, a 
fact that may cheer some 
members of the ECB's gov¬ 
erning council. 

Inflation across the euro¬ 
zone has remained stub¬ 
bornly below the ECB's goal 
for years, prompting the 
central bank, now under 
the leadership of Christine 
Lagarde, to persevere with 
stimulus measures far longer 
than its peers, such as the 
U.S. Federal Reserve. High 
unemployment, particular¬ 
ly in countries that were at 


the forefront of the region's 
debt crisis last decade, has 
helped keep a lid on wage 
increases over the past few 
years despite a pick-up in 
economic growth. 

With growth now waning 
around the world, the con¬ 
cern is that any underly¬ 
ing uptick in inflation may 
stall. That's especially the 
case should the economic 
outlook darken further be¬ 
cause of growing tensions 


in the Middle East follow¬ 
ing the killing by the U.S. of 
Iranian general Qassem So¬ 
leimani. The rise in tensions 
has seen the price of oil 
and gold jump, while stock 
markets have taken a hit. 
"Without material improve¬ 
ment in business confi¬ 
dence and the growth 
outlook, continued mod¬ 
est price growth seems the 
most likely scenario for the 
moment," said Bert Colijn, 


senior eurozone economist 
at ING. 

The ECB next meets to de¬ 
cide on interest rates on 
Jan. 23, when policymak¬ 
ers might have a clearer 
idea of how things are de¬ 
veloping in the Middle East 
and whether the spike in oil 
prices is short-lived. Even 
before the recent increase, 
energy prices were contrib¬ 
uting to a rise in eurozone 
inflation. □

SpaceX launches 60 more satellites, trying to tone them down

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
(AP) — SpaceX launched 
60 more mini internet satel¬ 
lites late Monday, this time 
testing a dork coating to 
appease stargazers. 

It's a "tirst step" compromise 
between SpaceX and as¬ 
tronomers fearful of hav¬ 
ing dark skies spoiled by 
hundreds and, eventually, 
thousands of bright satel¬ 
lites circling overhead. 

The Falcon 9 rocket blasted 
into a cold, clear night sky, 
recycled by SpaceX for 
its fourth flight. As the first- 
stage booster flew to a ver¬ 
tical landing on an ocean 
platform, the Starlink satel¬ 
lites continued hurtling to¬ 
ward orbit to join 120 similar 
spacecraft launched last 
year. 

Flight controllers applaud¬ 
ed, and the launch com¬ 
mentator described the 
booster's fourth touchdown 
as "awesome." An hour lat¬ 
er, all 60 satellites were free 
of their upper stage and 
making their own way in 
orbit. "It's a beautiful sight," 
the commentator ob¬ 
served. 

His Starlink fleet now num¬ 
bering 180, SpaceX found¬ 
er and chief executive Elon

Musk plans to ultimately 
launch thousands of these 
compact flat-panel satel¬ 
lites to provide global inter¬ 
net service. Each space¬ 
craft is just 575 pounds (260 
kilograms). 

After the first Starlink batch 
of 60 was launched in May 
and the second in Novem¬ 


ber, astronomers com¬ 
plained how the bright sat¬ 
ellite chain was hampering 
their observations. In re¬ 
sponse, SpaceX came up 
with a darkening treatment 
to lessen reflectivity. The 
coating is being tested on 
one of the newly launched 
satellites. 


Jeff Hall, director of the 
Lowell Observatory in 
Flagstaff, Arizona, said the 
Starlinks have been just an 
occasional problem — so 
far — but noted the risk to 
stargazing will grow as the 
constellation expands and 
other companies launch 
their own fleets. He heads 


the American Astronomi¬ 
cal Society's committee on 
light pollution, space de¬ 
bris, and radio interference, 
and is working with SpaceX 
on the issue. The matter is 
on the agenda, in fact, at 
the society's conference in 
Hawaii this week. 

"Anything that darkens the 
satellites is a step in the right 
direction," Hall said in an 
email Monday. He said it's 
too soon to know whether 
the dark coating will work, 
"but it definitely is just a first 
step and not enough to 
mitigate the issues astrono¬ 
my will experience with the 
Starlinks." 

The Starlinks are initially 
placed in a relatively low 
orbit of 180 miles (290 kilo- 
meteters), easily visible as 
a long, strung-out cluster 
parading through the night 
sky. Over a few months, 
krypton-powered thrusters 
raise the satellites to a 340- 
mile (550-kilometer) orbit. 
The higher the orbit, the less 
visible the satellites are from 
the ground, according to 
SpaceX. Even so, SpaceX 
said it's supplying astrono¬ 
my groups with the satellite 
coordinates in advance, so 
they can avoid the bright 
flyover times.Q

Titanic wave of star-forming 
gases found in Milky Way 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
(AP) — Astronomers have 
discovered a titanic wave 
of star-forming gases prac¬ 
tically right under our noses 
in the Milky Way. 

Harvard University scientists 
reported Tuesday that this 
massive structure has been 
hiding out in the Milky Way 
galaxy's spiral arm closest 
to Earth. 

The researchers were build¬ 
ing a 3-D map of our gal¬ 
axy's interstellar matter, us¬ 
ing a star census gathered 
by Europe's Gaia space¬ 
craft when they spotted 
the wave-shaped struc¬ 
ture. It's an astounding 50 
quadrillion miles (85 qua¬ 
drillion kilometers) long and 
it's home to tens of thou¬ 
sands of baby stars, with 
the potential for countless 


more stellar births, accord¬ 
ing to the paper published 
in the journal Nature. 

All these stellar nurseries, or 
star-forming blobs of gas, 
are interconnected, ac¬ 
cording to Harvard's Cath¬ 
erine Zucker. Together, 
they form this wavy, gassy 
filament, why this shape is 
still a puzzle. 

The sun is just 500 light years 
away from the wave at its 
closest point, according to 
lead author Joao Alves. 

The team was shocked by 
the discovery. No one ex¬ 
pected "we live next to a 
giant, wave-like collection 
of gas — or that it forms the 
local arm of the Milky Way," 
Harvard's Alyssa Goodman 
said in a statement. 

What's more, the structure 
dubbed Radcliffe Wave 


— after a Harvard institute 

— contains stellar nurser¬ 
ies once thought to be¬ 
long in a ring-shaped band 
around the sun. The wave 
contains gases equivalent 
to 3 million times the mass 
of the sun. 

"It has completely trans¬ 
formed our understanding 
of our galactic 'neighbor¬ 
hood,' " Zucker said in an 
email. It "has been right in 
front of our noses ... for mil¬ 
lions of years, but we could 
not see it clearly until now." 
Launched in 2013, the Gaia 
spacecraft has measured 
the distances to close to 1 
billion stars in our galaxy, 
providing a precious, colos¬ 
sal data base for uncover¬ 
ing huge structures like the 
Radcliffe Wave, according 
to scientists. □ 
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T.S. Eliot letters show love for muse but poet downplays It

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — Re¬ 
cently unveiled letters from 
T.S. Eliot to his muse Emily 
Hole show how much he 
loved his longtime friend, 
but a statement from be¬ 
yond the grave by the poet 
himselt dismisses his feelings 
and shows how Eliot tries to 
rewrite the narrative of their 
relationship, scholars say. 
Hale donated Eliot’s let¬ 
ters to Princeton University 
Library more than 60 years 
ago with instructions that 
they could only be opened 
50 years after she and Eliot 
died. 

The day they were made 
available at the Ivy League 
school, Eliot's statement, 
written five years before his 
death, was released — as 
per his own instructions. 

In it, Eliot downplays his love 
for Hale. 

“I came to see that my 
love for Emily was the love 
of a ghost for a ghost,” he 
wrote. 

Eliot scholar Frances Dick¬ 
ey, who was among the 
first to read the letters at 
the New Jersey school 
Thursday, said it was “un¬ 
fortunate” that Eliot felt he 
had to deny his feelings for 
Hale. 

“That seemed a little harsh,” 
Dickey said. “She was his 
muse for many years.” 


Letters to Hale from 1930 — 
contained in the first of 14 
boxes — show Eliot confess¬ 
ing his love for her. 

“They are extremely pas¬ 
sionate,” Dickey said. “It’s 
really more than what I 
expected. They are very 
emotional, claiming that 
she inspired a lot of his po¬ 
etry. She obviously played 
a really important role in his 
poetic life.” 

Dickey said it’s become 
more obvious that the “hy¬ 
acinth girl” in “The Waste 
Land,” Eliot’s most famous 
poem, is Hale. 

Also among the boxes of 
letters is a manuscript Hale 
wrote about their relation¬ 
ship. Her account and his 
early letters trace the same 
narrative, Dickey said. 

In his statement, Eliot does 
admit he once loved Hale. 
“I fell in love with Emily Hale 
in 1912,” he wrote. He told 
her so two years later. 

“I have no reason to be¬ 
lieve, from the way in 
which this declaration was 
received, that my feelings 
were returned,” Eliot wrote. 
He married his first wife, Vivi¬ 
enne Haigh-Wood, in 1915, 
a year after his declaration. 
The two had a tumultuous, 
loveless marriage marred 
by Haigh-Wood’s mental ill¬ 
ness and alleged infidelity. 


They separated in 1933. 
“Emily Hale would have 
killed the poet in me; Vivi¬ 
enne nearly was the death 
of me, but she kept the 
poet alive,” Eliot wrote.

Hale eventually developed 
feelings for Eliot, but the 
poet writes that, as time 
went on, he realized “more 
and more how little Em¬ 
ily Hale and I had in com¬ 


mon. 

“It may be too harsh, to 
think that what she liked 
was my reputation rather 
than my work,” he wrote. 
Eliot scholar Anthony Cuda 
called that a “cold and un¬ 
true statement.” 

“He pursued her,” he said. 
“His earliest letters were ar¬ 
dent declarations of love. 
It’s not as if she chased af¬ 
ter him.” In other letters, El¬ 
iot comments on the pain 
and happiness of intimacy, 
according to Dickey, and 
even confesses his craving 
for alcohol and reveals de¬ 
tails about his private life. 
Hundreds of letters still need 
to be read; only a few cop¬ 
ies can be seen at a time 
at the library, and there are 
no copies available online. 
There are a few different 
reasons Eliot might be trying 
to rewrite history, the schol¬ 
ars say. Hale donated the 
letters while the two were 
still alive, and Eliot feared 
they might be released be¬ 
fore the embargo date. El¬ 
iot had ordered the letters 
he’d received from Hale 
destroyed. 

“He was looking back on 
this and felt embarrassed 
and ashamed at the open¬ 
ness and vulnerability he al¬ 
lowed to come through at 
the time,” Cuda said. □

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Producers, directors guild nominations 
winnow Oscar fieid

NEW YORK (AP) — An un¬ 
usually busy day in a trun¬ 
cated awards season tor 
Hollywood left tive tilms 
— Quentin Tarantino's 
"Once Upon a Time ... in 
Hollywood," Sam Mendes’ 
"1917," Martin Scorsese's 
"The Irishman," Bong Joon 
Ho's "Parasite" and Taika 
Waititi's "Jojo Rabbit" — 
at the head of the Oscar 
pack. 

All five were nominated 
Tuesday for the top prize 
of both the Directors Guild 
Awards and the Produc¬ 
ers Guild Awards, two of 
the most reliable Academy 
Awards bellwethers. 

All but "1917," which took 
top honors Sunday at the 
Golden Globes, hove 
been nominated by the in¬ 
dustry's leading three guild 
awards. The Screen Ac¬ 
tors Guild earlier selected 
"Once Upon o Time .. in 
Hollywood," "Parasite," "The 
Irishman" and "Jojo Rabbit" 
for its biggest award, best 
ensemble. 

Tuesday's rare confluence 
of announcements puts 
awards season into hy¬ 
per speed. The Academy 
Awards moved up sev¬ 
eral weeks to Feb. 9 this 
year, squeezing the pre- 
Oscars calendar. The Brit¬ 
ish Academy Film Awards 
also unveiled their nomina¬ 
tions Tuesday, with "Joker" 


leading all films with 11 
nods and an all-white act¬ 
ing field that immediately 
sparked criticism. 

Oscar prognosticators pay 
particular attention to the 
Producers Guild, which se¬ 
lects 10 movies for the year. 
Aside from the above five 
films, the producers also 
nominated "Joker," "Mar¬ 
riage Story," "Knives Out," 
"Little Women" and "Ford 
V Ferrari" for its annual top 
prize, the Darryl F. Zanuck 
Award. 

Producers Guild Awards, 
now in its 31st year, hove 
a history of forecasting 
the Academy Awards. In 
21 out of the lost 30 years, 
the PGA winner has cor¬ 
responded with the Acad¬ 
emy Awards best picture 
winner, including the last 
two years: "Green Book" in 
2019, "The Shape of Water" 
in 2018. 

Notably missing out Tues¬ 
day were "The Farewell," 
"Bombshell" and "The Two 
Popes." There chances for 
a best-picture nomination 
aren't necessarily over, but 
seldom does more than 
one film overlooked by the 
Producers Guild make it 
into the Oscar field. 

The Directors Guild is also a 
prominent Oscars predic¬ 
tor. Since 1948, only seven 
times has the DGA winner 
not gone on to take the di¬ 
recting Academy Award. 
Lost year, Alfonso Cuoron 


won at the DGA Awards 
before winning the Oscar, 
too. 

In its 71-year history, the Di¬ 
rectors Guild has only nom¬ 
inated eight women for 
best director. The last was 
Greta Gerwig in 2018 for 
"Lady Bird," but she didn't 
make the cut this year for 
"Little Women." 

While female filmmakers 
had a historic year at the 
box office in 2019, they 
have been largely on the 
outside this awards season. 
The Globes didn't nominate 
o woman for best director, 
or select o female-directed 
movie for its 10 best picture 
nominees. 

The guild's nominees for 
best first-time director were 
more balanced. Up for that 
award are: Mati Diop ("At- 
lantics"), Alma Har'el ("Hon¬ 
ey Boy"), Melina Matsoukas 
("Queen & Slim"), Joe Tal¬ 
bot ("Lost Block Mon in Son 
Francisco") and Tyler Nilson 
and Michael Schwartz ("The 
Peanut Butter Falcon"). 

The guild nominations ar¬ 
rived just as Oscar voting 
was closing, with ballots 
due at the end of Tuesday. 
Nominations will be an¬ 
nounced Monday. 

The Producers Guild Awards 
will take place Jon. 18 at 
the Hollywood Palladium 
in Los Angeles. The DGA 
Awards will be handed out 
Jon. 25 of the Ritz-Gorlton 
in Los Angeles.Q

The religious holiday of 
Epiphany is also celebrated 
in some Western Christian 
churches os Three Kings 
Day, which marks the visit 
of the Magi, or three wise 
men, to the baby Jesus, 
and closes out the Christ¬ 
mas season. 

At the Vatican, Pope Fran¬ 
cis urged the faithful to re¬ 
ject "the god of money" as 
well as consumerism, plea¬ 
sure, success and self. In his 
Epiphany homily Monday 
in St. Peter's Basilica, Fran¬ 
cis encouraged people to 
focus on serving others, not 


themselves. 

He urged the faithful to 
concentrate on the essen¬ 
tials by getting rid of what 
he colls "useless things and 
addictions" that numb 
hearts and confuse minds. 
Francis sold believers 
should aid those suffering 
on life's margins, saying Je¬ 
sus is present in those peo¬ 
ple. Led by the town's may¬ 
or, inspired by boss drums 
and bagpipes and fortified 
by homemade plum bran¬ 
dy, they performed o slow 
"mozhko horo," or men's 
donee, stomping on the

NEW YORK (AP) — When 
the family-friendly Hallmark 
Channel recently pulled, 
under pressure fram a 
conservative group, a set 
of ads featuring a kiss be¬ 
tween two happy brides 
at the altar, backlash was 
swift — to say the least. 
Within hours, stars like Ellen 
DeGeneres and William 
Shotner were tweeting in 
protest to their many fol¬ 
lowers, and LGBT advo¬ 
cates were mobilizing a 
boycott via social media. 
This was on Saturday; by 
Sunday evening. Hallmark 
had reversed its decision, 
and apologized for what 
it acknowledged as a mis¬ 
take. 

Whatever it soys about cor¬ 
porate missteps, the epi¬ 
sode also says something 
about how our popular 
culture has changed in a 
decade, with diversity and 
inclusion concerns tak¬ 
ing center stage, says Sar¬ 
ah Kate Ellis, president of 
GLAAD, which advocates 
for LGBT people in Holly¬ 
wood and played a key 
role in Hallmark’s reversal. 
“This decade has been 
about diversity and inclu¬ 
sion — at least the starting 
of the conversation,” says 
Ellis. “Communities who 
have been left out of the 
seats at the table for de¬ 
cades and decades are 
finally starting to find their 
voice, and their footing.” 
And a major element, ob¬ 
viously, is the power of so¬ 
cial media: “It enables us to 
connect with each other, 
find each other and orga¬ 
nize,” Ellis says. 

Speaking of viral protests, 
this was also the decade 
of #OscarsSoWhite, the 
hashtag launched by activ¬ 
ist April Reign in 2015 when 
none of the 20 acting nomi¬ 
nees were actors of color. 
Incredibly, the same thing 
happened in 2016, forcing 
the Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences 
to launch a major member¬ 
ship overhaul aimed at di¬ 
versifying its overwhelming¬ 
ly white, male, older ranks. 
The following year, “Moon¬ 
light,” about the coming- 
of-age of a gay black man, 
won best picture (after “La 
La Land” was ... oh, never 


mind) and the winner list 
was more diverse. But true 
racial diversity in entertain¬ 
ment remains an elusive 
goal, despite slow progress. 
“Things hove certainly im¬ 
proved,” says Gil Robert¬ 
son, president of the Afri¬ 
can American Film Critics 
Association. “Ten years 
ago, you didn't have an 
Ava DuVernay, a Jordan 
Peele, a Shonda Rhimes, a 
Kerry Washington,” he says. 
“And my God, you couldn’t 
have even imagined 
‘Pose,’” he says, referring 
to the Ryan Murphy TV se¬ 
ries set in the ’80s ballroom 
culture with the biggest LG- 
BTQ cast ever assembled 
for a scripted show. 

“The door has opened,” he 
says, adding that inroads 
hove also been made for 
Asian American actors 
and stories, but less so for 
Latinos. “Has the industry 
reached the place that 
we want it to be? No, but 
things have gotten better.” 
In her speech at the 2018 
Oscars, soon after the 
Harvey Weinstein scan¬ 
dal launched the #MeToo 
era, Frances McDormand 
urged women to demand 
an “inclusion rider” in con¬ 
tracts to help achieve gen¬ 
der parity. Almost two years 
later, evidence of progress 
for women in front of and 
behind the camera is slow 
but steady. The entry of 
streaming giants like Netflix 
has accelerated the pace 


of change, soys Stacy L. 
Smith, director of the USC 
Annenberg Inclusion Ini¬ 
tiative at the University of 
Southern California. 

An example: last year, 39 of 
the top 100 Hollywood films 
were led or co-led by a fe¬ 
male character. Smith says; 
in 2007 the number was 20, 
so it has essentially doubled 
in a decade. And there is 
progress behind the cam¬ 
era, too. “We’re really see¬ 
ing changes, slow but real 
significant movement in 
some of these institutions,” 
she says. 

Progress has also been seen 
in the music business, in di¬ 
versity of film critics, and in 
scripted TV, she says. And 
yet there are areas sorely 
lacking: representation of 
female characters over 40 
in films, for example, and 
women of color. And Irons 
women characters are 
rarely seen in major films. 
“Every group should be 
able to see themselves on¬ 
screen,” Smith says. 

A LONG WAY SINCE ’’EL¬ 
LEN” 

It’s hard to imagine that 
back in 1997 when DeGe¬ 
neres came out on her TV 
show, the words “I’m gay” 
were so groundbreaking. 
“We were all but non-ex¬ 
istent in popular culture 
a few decades ago, and 
now we’re very much 
grounded in popular cul¬ 
ture,” says Ellis, of GLAAD. 
While no milestone this 


post decade matches the 
import of that “Ellen” mo¬ 
ment, the decade began 
with the launch — actually 
in 2009 — of both “Glee,” 
which put a spotlight on 
LGBT youth, and “Modern 
Family,” which introduced 
the couple of Mitchell and 
Cam, two dads who adopt 
a Vietnamese daughter. 
“These were really big mo¬ 
ments,” Ellis says. Another 
was last year’s best-actor 
Emmy for Billy Porter for 
“Pose,” the first openly 
gay black man to win the 
award. 

Inroads also were made in 
children’s programming. 
“Doc McStuffins,” the Dis¬ 
ney Junior children’s car¬ 
toon, featured a family led 
by an interracial, lesbian 
couple, and the Disney 
Channel kids’ show “Andi 
Mock” introduced a key 
gay character. 

And it was only a quick 
glance between male 
characters, but “Beau¬ 
ty and the Beast” took 
the plunge and actually 
showed a gay moment. 
“It’s a step in the right direc¬ 
tion,” says Ellis. Can Elsa’s 
(hoped-for) coming-out in 
the “Frozen” franchise be 
far behind? 

Caitlyn Jenner’s revelation 
in 2015 that she was trans¬ 
gender helped shine a light 
on that community, and 
popular shows like “Crange 
is the New Black,” “Trans¬ 
parent” and “Pose” fea¬ 


tured transgender charac¬ 
ters. TV, though, has been 
far ahead at film. “The tap 
Hollywoad studias have 
always been a decade 
behind,” says Ellis. The rea¬ 
sons, she says: a years-long 
development pipeline for 
movies, the huge bud¬ 
gets of big films, and Holly¬ 
wood’s fear of breaking its 
awn camfortable farmulas. 
But things are slowly mov¬ 
ing. 

BEYCND #CSCARSSCWHITE 
America is increasingly di¬ 
verse. Movie audiences 
are increasingly diverse. 
And diverse movies make 
money, because people 
like to see stories and char¬ 
acters that reflect their own 
lives. 

Despite all this, says Darnell 
Hunt, dean of social scienc¬ 
es at UCLA and an authar 
at the annual Hollywoad 
Diversity Repor t, progress 
toward racial diversity in 
the industry has been frus- 
tratingly slow, and lagging 
behind TV. 

In their most recent report, 
issued in early 2019, the 
authors write that in Holly- 
waad, “peaple of color re¬ 
mained underrepresented 
an every industry emplay- 
ment frant in 2016-17.” 
Looking at the decade as 
a whale. Hunt notes in an 
interview that while TV has 
registered some “notable 
progress” both in front of 
and, to a lesser extent, 
behind the camera, there 
hasn’t been much progress 
in terms of people of color 
in executive suites, which 
are still daminated by white 
men. And in mavies, the 
situatian is warse. 

“As the country becomes 
more diverse, the under¬ 
representation becomes 
more severe,” he says. 

And while his research 
has found there has been 
progress over the decade 
far female directars in the 
top 200 films, there’s been 
“zero progress” in the per¬ 
centage at directors of 
color for the same years 
(they’re both around 12 
percent.) And so, he says, 
a film like “Black Panther,” 
with a star-packed black 
cast and a black director 
(Ryan Coogler), is more of 
an outlier than an example 
at real change.Q 
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
